ENGLISH MANUFACTURERS COMING HERE 


The Sir Titus Salts Company of Manchester 
to Remove to Bridgeport. | 

New York, Feb. 8.—([Special.]}—Collector 
Edmunds of Bridgeport, Conn., was at the 
New York Custom-House yesterday to consult 
with Collector Erhardt. The Connecticut 
official brought the news that the Sir 
Titus Salts company, limited, of Manchester, 


England, manufacturers of fine plushes, are 


about to abandon their business in Europe 
and transfer their plant to this country, be- 
cause they must buck against the McKinley 
tariff. A large part of thé plushes of the com- 
pany were exported to the United States un- 
But as the new 
duties under the McKinley law are practically 
prohibitory the British concern has deter- 
mined to remove its manufacturing plant to 
the United States. They have leased the old 
Howe Sewing-Machine works in Bridgeport 
and as soon as they get their machinery 
shipped from England and set up in the new 
quarters will take on about 400 workmen and 
resume the making of plushes. 

They expect to open in Bridgeportin a few 
weeks, and in a short time will give employ- 
ment to over 600 hands.

Guatemala and Honduras Said to Have

It is reported here that a secret alliance has 
been signed between Guatemala and Honduras 
against San Salvador.

20,000 ordinary shares of £10 each; and $803,- 
000 in bonds—making $974,000 each in pre- 
ferred and common stock, or $2,751,000 alto- 
gether. 

There was little trading in the stock after it 
had been listed, but recently the stock has 
been depressed to the lowest notch by bear 
speculators here, and the cheap stock ab- 
Since then: the stock has been 
steadily advancing, and much higher figures 
are expected in the near future for both com- 
mon and preferred. 

The holdings of the stock are about 
equally divided between London and Chicago, 
investors being the principal stockholders, 
and it is only the bears who have been ‘specu- 
lating in it—much to their sorrow now. Nov. 1 
the company paid its first quarterly div- 
idend. at the rate of 8 per cent 
per annum on preferred stock and at the rate 
of 15 per cent on common stock besides can- 
celing $53,000 of the bonds.

Nessly McCullough, First Vice-President of 
the Pennsyivania lines west of Pittsburg, died 
today of a general failure of the digestive or- 
gans, complicated by spinal affection. He 
had been in failing health for several years 
and had been eonfined to his room for two 
months past. He leaves a fortune estimated 
all the way up to $14,000,000, some of which is 
represented by real-estate holdings in Chicago, 
and a considerable portion in moneys at inter- 
est in that city. : 
(Mr. McCullough was a native of Ohio, and of 
Scotch parentage. He was born at Yellow Creek, 


Sept. 5. 1821. attended the country school. and. 


helped his father on the farm until he was 21. 
Then he became a member.of the w gro- 
cery urm of D. & D. McDonald, at Wellsville, 
and fifteen years later went into the banking bus- 
iness with John S. McIntosh of the same city. He 
had started with an inherited. competence and 
rapidly increased his means. In 1858 he became 
President and Receiver of the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg railroad, which, as a contractor, he had 
helped to construct a few years before. Ita stock 
was selling at about 2% cents on the dollar, but 
he soon put it on a paying basis and it has re- 
mained so ever since, its stock now being hard to 
get at $3 for one. This achievement attracted 
wide attention Mud in 1863 he was made General 
Superintendent of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago, which he elevated from a position of 
comparative insignificance to one of the great 
trunk lines of the country. 

In 1871 he became manager and when a couple 
of years later the Pennsylvania company was 
organized and its magnificent system west of 
Pittsburg formed he was chosen First Vice-Presi- 
dent and executive officer, which position he re- 
tained until nis death. Among his notable per- 
formances were his victory over Jay Gould for 
possession of the Cleveland and Pittsburg road 
and his triumph over the Vanderbilts in the Chi- 
cago Stock-Yards deal. 


SAYS HE MURDERED HIS SWEETHEART. 


H. M. Rogers Attempts to Commit Suicide 
and Makes a Confession. 

Omana, Neb., Feb. 8—H. M. Rogers, a 
young insurance agent who came here from 
Chicago last week, attempted to commit sui- 
cide after writing a letter to the United States 
Mutual Life Insurance of New York, confess- 
ing that he murdered: his sweetheart last sum- 
mer near Mercer, Pa.

FOUR INCENDIARY FIRES AT s10UX CITY. 


A Quarter of a Million Dollars’ Worth of 
Property Destroyed. 

Sroux Crrr, Ia., Feb. 8.—Four incendiary 
fires were started in this city tonight, and as 
a result property valued at $250,000 was de- 
stroyed, and the city is in a state bordering on

TRYING TO KILL THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

Nearly a year ago the United States, acting 
through Congress, decided that it would cele- 
brate the four hundredth anniversary of the 
discovery of the Western Hemisphere, the 
most important event in the history of man- 
kind, by a grand international exposition, 


which all the nations of the earth should be 


invited to attend. When it came to deciding 
just where the Fair should be held Congress 
selected Chicago. It did so for reasons the 
soundness of Which is beyond dispute. It is 
the central point of the twenty-four millions 
who inhabit the Northern central group of 
States, while those which are immediately 
tributary to New York have a popula 
tion of but seventeen millions. There 


is no place in the country whieh can be 


reached with as much comfort, with as little 
travel, and by as many people as Chicago. 
That decision once made, and Chicago hav- 
ing accepted the duties devolved on it by the 
Nation, those who at the outset favored other 


| cities should have acquiesced in the verdict 


and worked loyally. for the success of a 
National undertaking. But that is not the 
course ‘pursued by such Congressmen as 
Candler of Massachusetts, Flower of New 
York, Frank of St. Louis, and Wilson of 
West Virginia.

THE CAMPAIGN IN CANADA. 

The Liberals already are making a brisk 
campaign in Canada, Prof. Goldwin Smith 
has exposed in a most trenchant manner the 
hollow and pretentious character of the Mac- 
donald platform. The farmers are freely dis- 
cussing the situation and taking strong grounds 
for unrestricted reciprocity. On the other 
hand the Tories king to convince the 
mericans will accept a 
half-and-half measure of reciprocity based 
upon the lines of the treaty of 1854. This is 
Sir John Macdonald’s position. Sir Charles 
Tupper follows on the same lines and seeks to 
scare the Canadians with the danger of an- 
nexation. In his Ottawa speech he says: 

Jam opposed to the policy of the opposition, 
for I believe that free trade witn the United 
States, notwithstanding its concomitant of direct 
taxation and its even worse tendency to erect a 
barrier Canada and the mother country, 
must event and inevitably lead to the sever- 
ance of this country from the crown. 

If the Canadians have any idea that the 
United States ever will consent to an arrange- 
ment of trade based upon the 1854 lines they 
are doomed to bitter disappointment. They 
must put up with unlimited reciprocity of re- 
striction or accept unlimited reciprocity of 
production. There 1s no medium course, no 
possibility of modification. There will be no 
revival of the treaty of 1854. It would be 
more unsatisfactory now than it was then, be- 
eause the United States market has grown 
faster and larger than the Canadian in the 
meantime. There is nothing in the United 
States proposition for unlimited reciprocity 
to which Canadians can object upon the score 
of their sentimental relations with England. 
The mother.country cares nothing for them, 
and they should care nothing for it from the 
sentimental point of view. The quantity of 
English goods which they would take under 
unlimited reciprocity substantially would be 
about the same as they take now. The United 
States, in spite of the high tariff, takes 
about $125,000,000 from England and 
Canada about $40,000,000, and this ra- 


tio probably would remain about the 


same. England only cares for Canada 
as a market; that is, for what if can make cut 
of her. There is no paternal love wasted 
upon Miss Canada, who is now old enough to 
take care of herself. Even if she should con. 
sent to the political union John Bull probably 
would pat her on the head, give her his bless- 
ing, and congratulate himself his daughter 
had done su well. The tie that binds the two 
is a mere thread, the breaking of which would 
occasion no sorrow on the old gentleman's 
part. : 

There is every reason for the Liberals to 
hustle and clean out the Tories in March, and 
the United States Congress should lend them 
a hand by promptly passing the Hitt resolu- 
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all American nations, thus giving employ- 
ment to American workingmen and furnish- 
ing new markets for American products. The 
reciprocity policy which tne Herald 


will be exposed to a destructive competition 
unknown since the repeal of the tariff of 1887. 

Can the Herald produce evidence to satisfy 
President Harrison that the millions of work- 
men in the mills and factories of the United 
States will be pleased when, as the result* of 
being deprived of all protection, they are 
forced to accept the sawed-off wages which 
will enable their employers to compete with 
the men who hire the cheap wageworkers of 
England, Germany, France, Belgium, and 


Switzerland? Can the Herald seiisfy the 


President that such a reciprocity will bring 
with it that reciprovity of benefits which will 
follow in the wake of that reciprocity which 
the President and Secretary Blaine have just 
established with Brazil? 

It is plain to the dallest mind that when this 
country admits free coffee and rubber from 
Brazil and pays for them with American flour, 
pork, and machinery not produced there, 
each nation enjoys a reciprocity of benefits. 
But how could this country reciprodate with 
England in pottery and iniron and steel 
wares; in cotton, woolen, linen, and carpet 
goods; or in woolens, metals, and pottery 
with Germany; in china, porcelain, silks, 
velvets, linens, gloves, laces, and fineries with 
France; or in glasswarés with Belgium? 
Those commodities are produced here now, 
but the above-mentioned countries make all 
these things for the market far cheaper than 
American manufacturers can unless the wages 
of their workingmen are cut down from 88 to 
50 ‘per cent. Can that be a reciprocity of 
benefits which ends in the smashing of the 
American wage scale? If the Herald thinks 
it is let it explain how it is.

It kept up 
this sort of talk till the November election, 
after which it whirled around and demanded 
that Congress repeal the law. It has swung 
around now to its original foolishness and

Why? Because certain manufactories are 
to be started at Hammond. But they are not 
starting because of the objectionable, prohib- 
itory high duties which characterize the Mo- 
Kinley bill, and make it so dear. to its friends 
and so odious tothe people, but because of the 
scanty accidental reductions of duties which 
are found here and there in that meas- 
ure, It lowers the duty on copper from 
Be to half a cent a pound. It is 
easy to see why new brass works should 
start up. The duties on iron wire from which 
nails are made is lowered alittle. That ex- 
plains’ the starting of nail works. Duties on 
steel are reduced slightly, and hence barbed 

wire factories can start up. The duties on silk 
good were not increased except on laces, em- 
broideries, and a few fiuer articles which will 
not be made at a Western silk mill. The Mo- 
Kinley bill has nothing to do, therefore, with 
the mill at Hammond. But who has heard 
of the starting of a woolen mill or a linen mill 
there or of any of those industries which it is 
alleged are favored specially by the McKinley 
bill? © 

Where that measure has lowered duties 
which were too high before it has given an 
impetus to industry. But where it lower# 
them once it raises them ten times. A man 
who commits ten crimes for every virtuous 
act cannot be called an exemplary character, 
and a law which does harm inten places where 
it does good in one cannot be called a model 
piece of legislation except en cranks or 
madmen. 


THE INCREASED DUTIES ON WOOL. 
The Manufacturer of Philadelphia appears 
to have been studying the returns of the re- 
cent election in the light of the increased wool 
duties of the McKinley bill.

AN ASININE COUNCIL, | 
Another panacea for the evile from which it 
is alleged the agricultural and commercial in- 
dustries of the United States are suffering is 
offered by the Council of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance and Industrial Union. The new-found 
remedy is as follows: 


That all vessels built, owned, and matned by 
citizens of the United pains sek we oy db alba 
the tonuage of 


¢argoes, provided said cargoes 
manufactured products, at any port of the United 
States, free of all customs duties. 


The asses who compose that council profess 
to believe that such a measure properly car- 
ried out would not only build up the shipping 
interest of the country but result in creating 
a foreign market forthe surplus agricultural 
products of the United States. And in the 
hope of accomplishing this they deliberately 
propose to break down the manufacturing in- 
terests of this country by letting in a flood of 
cheaply produced goods to enter into compe- 
tition with those made in the United States. 
They have committed themselves to a design 
to inflict irreparable injury on the employers 
ot labor and through them ona most im- 
portant component of the working classes 
here. The damage done would be 
a double one. The amount of work 
to be performed here would be less- 
ened in exact proportion to the quantity of 
goods brought from abroad, thus forcing the 
throwing of great numbers of workers out of 
employment, and the wages of the rest would 
have to be reduced in order that the employ- 
ers might be able to sell their product in com- 
petition with that turned out by.the cheaply 
paid labor of Europe. Evidently these dolts 
have not paused to reflect on the consequences 
that would follow the adoption of such a 
policy. If they did stop to think of them they 
| could easily perceive that a general drop in 
the wage scale must be the result, and that then 
the wurkers would be able to buy far less than 
before, and that all other classes, including 
the farmers, would be correspondingly 
poorer because of the change. The lat- 
ter could not sell enough additional 
produce abroad to compensate for 


the enforced lessening in consumption at 


home, because the Europeans ate doing their 
best to get along with as little of our produce 
as possible and are each succeeding year try- 
ing to increase their facilities for obtaining 
from other countries than this the supplies 
necessary to fill up home déficiencies. The 
folly of the proposition is ail the greater as it 
comes from a set of men who profess to waht 
an unlimited coinage of silver for the reason 
that it would give them a cheaper dollar, when 
to do as they pretend or claim to wish would 
be to make the dollar far dearer by reducing 
the compensation paid for labor of any and 
every kind in all parts of the country. 

What the farmers should do is ta leave all 
such idiotic propositiofis severely alone, and 
apply themselves to the work of inducing 
Congress to widen out now existing measures 
for inviting arrangements for reciprocal trade 
with other countries on the American conti- 
nent. The Brazilian ‘agreement reached a 
few days ago has opened up to the farmers of 
the United States a market in Brazil for large 
quantities of their produce. They should now 
press for the passage of other reciprocity 


measures and then avail themselves of the op- 


portunities for sending breadstuffs and other 
produce to those countries willing to deal with | 
us on mutually advantageous terms, those 
which can take from us enormous quantities of 
what we have to sell and send us in return the 
things we want to consume but cannot raise 
at home. The farmers should demand that 
if present laws are not sufficient for bringing 
round a satisfactory arraugement for recip- 
rocal trade with Cuba they be changed or 
amended so as to opeh up that island as a 
market for us in return for a purchase of 
what its planters have to sell. This achieved, 
our farmers would be on the high road to 
prosperity, which they can never hope to be 
as a consequence of passing laws that would 
lay us open to competition with the people 
who want to be our rivals in manufactures 
and would flood us with cheap goods to the 
ruin of our own artisans if the proposition 
quoted above was, oarried out.
